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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-13 are presented for examination. 

Requirements for Information 

2. The examiner requests, in response to this Office action, any reference(s) known 
to qualify as prior art under 35 U.S.C. sections 102 or 103 with respect to the invention 
as defined by the independent and dependent claims. That is, any prior art (including 
any products for sale) similar to the claimed invention that could reasonably be used in 

a 102 or 103 rejection. This request does not require applicant to perform a search. This 
request is not intended to interfere with or go beyond that required under 37 C.F.R. 1 
.56 or 1 .105. 

The request may be fulfilled by asking the attorney(s) of record handling 
prosecution and the inventor(s)/assignee for references qualifying as prior art. A simple 
statement that the query has been made and no prior art found is sufficient to fulfill the 
request.

Claim Objections 

3. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The phrase "N processors, n > 2. where n is an integer" should be replaced with 

the phrase "N processors, N >2. where N is an integer" to be consistent. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claims 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 3 recites the limitation "the access type" in line 1 . There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 4 recites the limitation "each configuration register" in line 2. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Arnold et 
al. (USPN: 3,787,818) hereinafter, Arnold. 

As per claim 1, Arnold teaches a system comprising 

- shared system registers (i.e. the processor registers, PRS in Fig. 2), each 
register including an access protocol and data; and 

- N processors (i.e. CPU A-C in Fig. 1), n>2, where n is an integer (i.e. n is 3 in 
Fig. 1), each accessing the registers (i.e. the registers PRS are inside each 
processing modules/CPU A-C, therefore each of them accessing registers as 
claimed) (e.g. see Com. 3, lines 66-67 and Fig. 2). 
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As per claims 2 and 3, Arnold teaches the claimed invention as described above 
and furthermore, Arnold teaches that the access protocol including a configurable 
access type for each N processors, wherein the access type being selected from a 
group that includes READ, READ/CLEAR, READ/SET, and READ/WRITE (e.g. see 
Col. 3, lines 30-55). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 4-13 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
